Again  and  again  has  Maine  been 
held  up  as  proving  the  failure  of 
prohibition.  Before  one  lies  a mass 
of  testimony  showing  how  the  l’itie 
free  State  is  slandered  by  the  sa- 
looni'ts.  One  ot  the  best  informed 
j editors  of  Cortland  says  . 

••But  to  what  extent  does  prohi- 
; bit  ion  prohibit,  in  Maine?  In  the 
first  place  we  have  not  a single 
: brewery  or  distillery  in  the  State. 

I In  the  second  place,  in  alt  the  rural 
towns,  where  liipior  was  lively  sold 
in  ante-prohibition  days,  either  tiie 
traffic  is  wholly  suppresed,  as  in 
l most  places,  or  it  has  been  driven 
j into  secret  holes,  and  can  be  obtain- 
I ed  only  with  ditlieiilty.  In  the  lar- 
ger cities  all  possible  devices  arc 
! employed  to  evade  the  law,  but 
: even  in  these  places  pioliihilion  is 
j much  more  etlectual  in  diminishing 
I the  liquor  trattic  than  the  license 
laws  ol  other  States.  For  example 
in  Portland,  which  has  a popula 
| lion  ot  about  dti.lMMI, there  is  not  a sin 
jgle saloon  where  intoxicating  drinks 
are  kept  tor  sale  openly  There  is 
not  a place  where  liquors  are  sold 
secretly  with  the  knowledge  and 
permission,  tacit  or  otherwise,  ot  the 
police  authorities.  ' 

Archdeacon  Farrar,  the  distin- 
j ginshed  F.nglish  theologian,  during 
his  recent  visit  to  America,  visited 
Portland,  and,  alter  his  return  to 
Fuglund.  in  an  address,  referring  to 
what  he  saw  and  heard  here  he 
j said

which  intcrlcrcs  with  their  inter- 
ests In  New  York  City  Dr.  Crosby 
and  his  associates  have  met  with 
detiunt  opposition  in  their  etforts  to 
cnloree  the  license  law. 

In  a published  report  ot  tile  So- 
icietyfnr  the  Prevention  of  Crime 
; — of  which  Dr.  Crosby  is  President 
■ the  abuse  ot  the  hotel  license  ot 
the  New  York  Board  ot  Excise,  is

I The  letter  is  un  indorsement  oi 
the  person  bearing  it,  and  the 
church  granting  it  will  be  judged 
by  the  character  of  that  person.  For 
this  reason  churches  ought  to  be 
very  caretul  as  to  whom  they  grant 
letters. 

: 2 There  is  danger  of  stating  a 
falsehood  in  a letter.  Tho  state 
ment  is  made  that  the  bearer  is  a 
member  “in  full  fellowship  and 
good  standing.'’  when  often  the  re- 
verse is  true.  It  is  strange  that  any 
church  should  grant  a letter  of  dig. 
mission  to  a person  known  not  to 
be  in  full  fellowship  and  good  stand 
ing,  vet  it  is  done.
